Ships  using  the  port  are  mainly  Cross-Channel  passenger  and  cargc 
vessels  with  a  high  degree  of  rat-proofing  and  little  harbourage. 
Colliers  entering  the  port  have  been  found  to  be  almost  devoid  of 
harbourage,  while  in  the  modern  vessels  rat-proofing  is  good. 

If  any  excessive  temporary  harbourage  is  discovered  the  Master  i£ 
required  to  abate  same,

5 .  Accommodation  for  Medical  Inspection  and  Examination 

Although  work  was  started  on  the  renovation  of  the  medical 
examination  rooms  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  progress  has  been 
pathetically  slow.
